What is claimed is: 

A surface-facing brushless motor comprising: 

a housing which is provided with a bearing for supporting 
a driving shaft, and a mounting to a chassis; 

a rotor which is provided with a doughnut-shaped magnet, 
and said driving shaft perpendicularly intersecting said magnet; and; 

a stator which is provided with a driving coil facing to the 
magnet of said rotor in its surface, and which is fixed so as to be 
engaged in the mounting of said housing; 

wherein said mounting directly contacts with the chassis 
for mounting a motor. 

BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF DRAWINGS 
FIG. 1 is a side-sectional view of a conventional capstan 

motor. 

FIG. 2 is a side-sectional view explaining an embodiment 
of the present device. 

FIG. 3 is a top view of said present device.
